FORWARD DECK SMASHED 


Tugs Held at Norfolk .to Go to Her 
Assistance—-She Left. Here for 
Colon in Good Condition. 


A wireless message was sent out early 
yesterday by the Captain of the Panama. 
Railroad and Steamship Company steam- 
ship Advance; bound for Colon, saying 
that she had been struck by a heavy sea 
forward, which- smashed in /her deck. 
This dispatch was not received here till 
late last night, but earlier in the evening 
an “§. O. §S.’’ message was intercepted 
along the coast. This is the regular call 
for help and is to be interpreted as mean- 
ing that the ship was in a bad plight. 





BE. A. Drake, Superintendent 
steamship line, did not get the first mes- 


night. It said that she had been struck 
by a heavy sea, which smashed in the 
foc’sle deck, and Capt. Clark did not 
think it wise to proceed. The ship at 
that time was not making water and was 
in no danger, but there was a. strong 
‘south-southwest, gale blowing and a heavy 
sea running. ’ , 

This message to Mr. Drake was sént 
from the advance at 9:30 A. M. in lati- 
tude 84 degrees 36 minutes and longitude 
72 degrees 30 minutes, and: the Captain 
said he was making for Cape Henry. 
Mr. Drake could not understand how the 
message had been so long in transmis- 
sion from the time it left the ship. He 
had advised the Captain by wireless im- 
mediately to take. no chahces, to. call for 
assistance if he needed it, and to make 
for the nearést port. 

“T am trying to reach the Advarice frdém 
Norfolk,”: said Mr. Drake, ‘and -have 
ordered tugs, to be prepared to go to the

She was afterward 
purchased by the Panama Railroad for 
the service between New York. and Colon. 
She-is 295 feet long, 38:4 beam,: and 23.4 
depth of hold, and has accommodation for 
100 first-cabin passengers. _ 

According to the position given in the 
wireless message, sent at_9:80'A. M. by 
Capt. Clarke, the Advance was about \125 
miles southeast of Cape Hattéras and 
was turning around, to gét back to Chés- 
apeake Bay for shelter. This would be 
the easiest haven for the vessel to make, 
for in the heavy weather, with the foc'’sle 
deck stove in, her progress would be sure 
to be very sidw. 

Thomas H. Rossbottom, Secretary of 
‘the Steamship company, said last night 
that the Advance carried a crew of sixty- 
eight officers and men. .She had several 
Passengers on board, who were going to 
see the Panama Canal, in addition to 
employes of the canal staff. The only

Nothing is known of the foreign set- 
tlement in North Dayton close to the 
Miami River. : It was in-that part of 
the city where the flood first made 
its way and where ‘the occupants of 
the houses. had ignored danger vrarn- 
ings. It was .-here that it is feared 
most of the deaths. would occur. The 
only body ‘found was that. of Charles 
Parker, a livery man. ‘It was found in 
the Court House yard. 

Sightseers are Barred. 

Col. H.. G. Catrow arrived with his 
military. aids from Columbus this after- 
noon, and immediately took charge of 
the militia men on duty. At least five 
more companies will be in Dayton by 
to-morrow, according to Col, Catrow. 
Temporary quarters have been estab- 
lished at the.Huffman Avenue School 
House. ‘ 

Gov. Cox ordered that no more sight- 
seers be permitted in Dayton, and when 
‘Col. Catrow attempted to have rail- 
road coaches on an arriving train va- 
cated, many of the. passengers showed 
fight and refused; to leave.. The. train- 
men were oiflered' to cut off the two 
Tear coaches and they. were left stand- 
“ing om the track:. oo. 

Partssoé tMain: Street- are irapassable 
because of: the débris. Much, of this is 
the wrenee of, outbuildings that had 
been dashed to pieces against the more 
substantial structures. 

One of: the remarkable features ‘was 
the cheerful spirit ‘with which flood 
victims viewed their plight. This was 
Dayton’s first big flood in many yeags. 


Much of the submerged area had been! 


considéred safe from high water, but 
as the majority of residents of these 
séctions looked out on all sides upon 
a great sweep of muddy, swiftly mov- 
ing water, they seerned undisturbed. 
Save Woman with ‘Day-Old Babe. 
In some of the poorer sections the

Outlook Far Brighter.

The water in all inundated districts 
has fallen from three to five feet to- 
day and the current of the river and 
creek have slackened so that it Is 
possible, except in the centre district, 
for small boats, to reach the sufferers. 
A National Guard company from Eaton 
is patrolling the streets of West Day- 
ton. 

The local company is on duty in Day- 
ton View and Adjt. Gen. Wood to- day 
telegraphed to Gov. Cox asking that 
militia of Ohio or any near-by State be 
rushed here. Local authorities believe 
that militia from Indiana could reach 
here within the shortest time. 

In the West Dayton flood districts no 
persons. are allowed to enter except 
prey holding militia passes. 

t the rescue stations the scenes en- 
acted to-day were heartrending, - The 
most pitiful scenes occurred at:the tem- 
porary murvues. At the West Dayton 
morgue frantic crowds all day/and to~ 
night watched ‘every body brought “in, 
hoping against hope that it was not 
that of some loved one. ‘Wémien be- 
came hysterical at times when search- 
ed fot missing. members of their fami- 

es. 

Trainload of Food Arrives. 


In addition to refuge homes, the au- 
thorities in each section are maintaining 
an identification bureau, where all per- 
sons rescued or cared for are regis- 
tered. There friends are directed in 
their search. 

The food situation, which threatened 
to become serious, was relieved tem- 
porarily by the arrival of a special train 
from Richmond, Ind., bringing seven 
cars of provisions. To-night Quarter- 
master Logan received word from Quar- 
lermaster General Ayleshire of. the 
United States Army that 300,000 rations 
had been ordered shipped here from 
Chicago, 100 ranges and 1 complete 
Quartermaster depot from Columbus, 
3,300 tents, 100 hospital tents, and 400 
stoves from Philadelphia, and 300,000 
blankets and 500 bedsacks from St. 
Louis or Cincinnati. 

Quartermaster Logan is authorized 
to purchase In open market all rations 
needed. 

The thing that makes concerted res- 
cue work difficult is ‘the. peculiar ge- 
| osraphical situation’ of the town. It 
‘is divided into six sections—Central 
Dayton, comprising the downtown 
business district; West Dayton, the 
territory extending several miles west 
of the Big Miami River; Riverdale, the 
northeast, across the river from the 
central district; Dayton View, the ex- 
treme northeast; Central Dayton, the 
manufacturing district, in which the! 
National Register Company’s plant 1s 
Situated and separated from the Cen- 
tral district by low lands, which are 
deep.in flood waters, and North .Day- 


.ton,. northwest of the. business district, 


across the river from the. business sec- 
tion. 
The river forms a horseshoe around 


the business district, making it impos-. 


sible to reach that part until the tor- 
rents that are pouring down the vai- 


ley ‘reeede. 


Dayton View, West Dayton, and 
Riverdale are the only sections be- 
tween which communication is possible. 

It is believed that appalling sights 
will: be. uncovered when the waters 
recede, _ Pestilence is. feared, and al- 
ready sanitary and health Officials are 
mapping out their work. Sewers of 
the entire city were torn asunder by 
the flood, and manholes were blown 
from the earth. Many days will elapse 
before the water service can be re- 
stored, and it will be more than a week 
before street car lines can operate. 
There probably. will be no electric 
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lights in Dayton.for two weeks. 

It is impossible to learn the names of 
the dead so far recovered. Only one 
body found in Riverdale has been iden- 
tified, and those recovered are being 
taken to temporary morgues, churches, 
and private homes, so that an accurate 
count of the bodies is impossible. 

-The Longfellow School in Dayton 
View and the Van Cleve School in 
Riverdale, which are being used as re- 
lief station§, were crowded with ref- 
ugees to-night. At both of these sta- 
tions food and dry clothing were plenti- 
ful, but pneumonia haf attacked many 
of the women and children at the Van 
Cleve School. The third floor was 
turned into a hospital, and all available 
physicians were in attendance. 

The water is receding rapidly in the 
northern section of the city, and 
wrecked houses block many ‘of the 
streets. Most of these houses came 
down from North Dayton, which is in- 
habited principally by foreigners. 

Many thrilling stories were told by 
the flood refugees, who had_ been 
trapped in their attics and on their 
roofs. A. J. Bard of Belmont Avenue, 
who was penned in.the City National 
Bank Building, on Third Street, near 
| Mein. Tuesday, was rescued to-day. 

“One. hundred and fifty of us were 


‘“We remained there . until, the fire 
‘started then we began to plan an ‘es- 
cape. ‘We cut’ the elevator ‘cables,.ob- 
tained # ball of twine, ' and ‘some: small 
wire from one of the offices, and the 

we attracted the attention of a boat- 
man, who risked his life to ‘come to us. 
We gave the boatman one end of. the 
twine, and he rowed to the old Court 
House. He then pulled the wire over 
and after that the heavy cable. One 
end of the cable was made fast in the 
bank building and the other in the old 
Court House. Then with only the light 
of the burning structures the 150 per- 
sons in the bank building made their 
way hand-over-hand along the -cable 
over the swirling torrent to the Court 
House. I believe every one, men and 
women, made the trip in safety. Dur- 
ing our imprisonment I had’two crack- 
ers and a slice of chipped beef to eat. 

“The City Hall did not burn, but the 
Leonard Building, just across the street, 
collapsed. Part of the Beckel Hotel 
also .crumbled before the waters. 

“The fire swept both sides of Third 
Street, between Jefferson and St. Clair 
Streets, leaving only the Fourth Na- 
|tional Bank Building’ standing. . You 
may be sure I’m’ glad to get out of it, 
and I’m deeply grateful to the brave 
men who came to our rescue.” 

Foreigners ‘killed their neighbors and 
even members of their.own families in 
their desperate efforts to obtain food, 
according ‘to John. Volbrecht of Yu- 
kawa Street in North Dayton, who was 
taken from’ the ‘only remaining abut- 
ment of the Herman Street Bridge to- 
day. Volbrecht said he was at his. home 
with his family when the: flood: struck 
North Dayton. The house was picked 
up by the current and carried against 
the Herman Street Bridge. - Volbrecht 
said he leaped .to the bridge. He says 
| he does not know what became of his 
| family. 

One woman with a baby 10 days old 
| climbed over the roofs of three houses 
1to reach the rescuers to-day, 

George. F, Burba, representing Gov. 
Cox, telegraphed -the Governor urging 
that special emphasis. be given ‘to the 
great need of immediate supplies: of 
provisions.

‘BOTH RESERVOIRS SAFE. 


Rumored Breaks Spread Wi:d Alarm 
in Dayton. and Other Cities. 


COLUMBUS, March 27.—Gov. Cox re- 
ceived information to-night that both the 
Grand reservoir at Celina and the Lewis- 
town reservoir were holding and that they 
were reported out of danger. Troops are 
on duty at’ both places watching fcr 
breaks. and. strengthening weak places. 

This cheering news brought intense re- 
lief, for all day alarming reports of im- 
pending breaks in the two great basins 
has been: filtering. into the capital and 
other towns in the flood zone.

Over Half the Town Under Water and 
15,000 Persons Ar eHomeless. 


ZANESVILLE, Ohio, March (by tele- 
phone to Pittsburgh.)—It is believed that 
150 persons were drowned in the disas- 
trous flood now hoiding this city and vi- 
cinity in its grasp. Over half the town 
is under thirty feet of water. Fifteen 
thousand persons are homeless. 

A score of buildings, weakened by the 
flood, collapsed to-day. ‘o-night the 
Builders’ Supply Cumpany’s Building, at 
Second and Main Streets, caught fire. 

The Muskingum and the Licking Rivers 
are still rising. Relief is needed at once. 
Only. one telephone line connects Zanes- 
ville with the’ outside world, and it fails 
frequently. 

The weather has turned cold, and the 
homeless are suffering intensely. The 
food supply is almost exhausted. 

From the hills around Zanesville refu- 
gees lock down upon a scene of the ut- 
most desolation. Over 600 houses have 
been swept away. It is believed 150 is a 
conservative estimate of the fatalities. 

Two young men in a skiff rescued eight 
persons from roofs late to-day. As their 
boat. struggled through the swift water 
ii was upset. All the occupants were 
drowned. 

More. than thirty bodies were seen 
floating in the flood. to-day, but it was 
impossible to reach.any of them. 

Relief. headquarters- have been estab- 
lished in a fire station. The City Hall is 
surrounded by fifteen feet of water, while 
the water reaches the second floor of the 
Muskingum Ccunty Court House, where a 
number of persons have been marooned 
for thirty-six hours. 

The city water has been cut off. There 
is no electric light. Many persons sought 
shelter in the Opera House block, but a 
portion of that building fell in to-day, and 
the police ordered all persons out of the 
building. :

FIGURE PIQUA’S DEAD AT 50. 


Hundreds Were Rescued from Peril 
on Trees and Roofs. 


PIQUA, Ohio, March 27.—Scores- of he- 
roic rescues from death in the flood have 
served to limit the death list here, which 
to-night, it seems certain, will not ex- 
ceed fifty. ‘ 

W. W.\ Wood, in charge of. the relief 
work of the Citizens’ League, said to- 
night that between 1,200 and 1,500 persons 
had been taken out of perilous places to 
safety, and that only fifty bodies could 
be found.

Nine Carloads of Provisions Arrive 
—Women Committed Suicide 
from Boat. 


PERU, Ind., March 27.—Although high 
water prévents a search oi the district 
which suffered most. in: Mond@y’s flood, 
the authorities asserted to-day that 100 
persons wére missing and that fifty were 


dead. 

The business district is emerging from 
thé flood, which is receding at the rate of 
three inches. an hour. he water has 
fallen six feet since yesterday morning, 
but. the current is so swift in Canton 
Street and in South Peru that it is im- 
possible to investigate in rowboats the re- 
gion in which it is almost certain there 
has occurred a heavy loss of life. . 

The Mayor of Michigan City has been 
requested to send the- life-saving crew 
here to facilitate the search for the dead. 
There is an unverified report that eight 
were drowned in Eighth Street last night, 
when a large boat capsized.

Recovering from the flood the citizens 
to-day organized to meet greater menaces, 
famine and disease. At a meeting in the 
courtroom at the County Building Lieut. 
Gov. O’Neil was chosen head of the Com- 
mittee on Organization. At this meeting 
it was reported that a safe had been 
blown last night and othér robberies com- 
mitted. The Lieutenant Governor will re- 
main in the city to obtain whatever aid 
the State can give the sufferers, and has 
already ordered that the Indiana Board of 
Health send experts here to make the city 
sanitary. These specialists will have the 
co-operation of city and county medical 
societies and a score of physicians who 
are coming from cities in the northern 
part of the State. 

Diphtheria Breaks Out. 
Disease has already appeared in the 
form of more than fifty cases of 
diphtheria, measles, and mumps, among 
children of the destitute. The physicians 
fear there may be many cases of typhoid 
from drinking the contaminated water 
which flows through the streets. It:will be 
two or three weeks before the water 
works are in order, and so far the one 
pump\in the Court. House yard and melt- 
ed snow have furnished the only reason- 
ably safe drinking water. 

Eight carloads of provisions arrived to- 
The interurban line sent a carload 
of foodstuffs to the vicinity of South 
Peru, across the river. This is the first 
relief the 1,500 residents there have had. 
Nothing is known here of their situation, 
which must be materially ‘worse than 
here. _Two oarsmen who started for South 
Peru have not been heard from.

Women Leaped from Rescue Boat. 

PLYMOUTH, Ind., March 27.—Graphic 
description of the horrors. of the flood 
that swept Peru, Ind.,. was given to-day 
by Gilbert Kessler, one of the heroes of 
the calamity. 

Kessier’s most vivid picture. was of the 
suicide of several fear-crazed women, who 
leaped from the rescue boats: The rush- 
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ing current and the terrible sights, he de- 
clared; had maddened them. 

“Night and day,’ he said, ‘‘'you could 
hear the shrieks of. women.. I was piloting 
one of the rescue boats to our landing, 
thé Court House, and the boat was pretty 
well filled. One of our passengers was a 
woman. We were moving rather shakily 
through one of the streets,, when all of a 
sudden I saw this woman rise from her 
seat and begin to wail. ‘Oh, what is the 
use? We'll all be drowned, anyway,’ she 
said, and she plunged into the torrent. 

‘‘The next moment I found myself in 
the water. J saw an arm stick up for a 
moment. I made a grab for it, but it 
went down.,There was no chance to swim 
in that: Nidgara. I struck the stern of 
our rowboat and seized it.with one hand. 
Then. I gradually drew myself aboard. T 
picket up one of our oarsmen a little 
ater. He was still alive. 

“Later we were bringing another boat- 
load to the Court House, when a woman 
leaped out. despairingly, and all of _us 
went over. Again it was-a fight, and I 
engaged+in saving myself. Four times, al- 
together, I was thrown out, and I am|still 
wondering how I managed to escape.

We have active trained workers 
ready to‘send to any section aS soon as 
needed. After the first needs of medical 
agsistance,. food, and cloth are: met, 
the important work of rehabilitation will 
be carried on, for which funds are par- 
ticularly needed, and I am glad to report 
that generous response has already been 
received.”

Blames Government for Disaster. 

The ultimate responsibility for the ap- 
palling disaster in Ohio and Indiana, ac- 
cording to Senator Francis G. Newlands 
of Nevada, rests with the Federal Govern- 
ment for failing in years. past to make 
adequate provision for the supervision of 
the headwaters of rivers. It is at the 
headwaters’ of streams,’ he argued, that’ 
rivers may be controlled, and a scientific 
system of dams would be better, in his 
opinion, than the levee system now in 


vo ue fh the lower reaches of the great 
— These . disasters,” -.said the Senator, 
bring home appallingly tne fact that 
our present system of levees and revet- 
ments in limited areas is inadequate. The 
people of Pittsburgh and Dayton are as 
Much entitled to protection as are’ those 
living in the delta section of the Missis- 
sippi. sugrast thats ese floods. will arouse 
e¢ American’ congdience.” » ' 

“One-of the things done by thé Govern- 
ment to-day in the direction of relieving 
the situation in the flooded area was to 
provide: for the.free admission. of relief 
supplies into ‘the United States from Can- 
ada. This action was taken by Secretary 
of the Treasury McAdoo, who waived the 
tariff .restrictions immediately after re- 
ceiving. a telegram from Mayor R. N. 
Price, of St. Thomas, Ont., saying that 
the people of that city wish to send food, 
clothing and medical supplies to Ohio and 
Indiana. 

The order for Surgeon General Blue of 
the Public Health Service, to go to the 
flood district was issuéd by Secrétary Mc- 
Adoo just’ before noon to-day and a few 
hours thereafter Dr, Blue was on his way 
westward, ecoaupens by. Assistant 
Surgeon General W. C. Rucker of the 


same service. 
As an additional prateation Dr. Blue di- 
rected Surgeon L. L. Tumsden to proceed 
from Roanoke, where he was investigat- 
ing typhoid fever conditions, to Cin- 
cinnati to ascertain what the conditions 
were with a view to ordering Public 
Health Surgeons and supplies to that 
piece. All the officers of the Public 
ealth Service are taking with them to 
the flooded districts large quantities of 
anti-typhold vaccine to guard against an 
qucnenee of pestilence when the waters 
recede. 

By direction of Secretary Lane of the 
Interior all the available first aid cars 
with moment used by the United States 
Geologica urvey in performing rescue 
work in mine disasters have been placed 
at the disposal of the War Department. 
These cars are at Kingston, Penn.; 
Bruceton, Penn. ; Evansville, . Ind.; 
Stearns, Ky., and Pittsburg, Kan. Orders 
to load them with provisions and with 
ample crews have been sent.

This ‘was the message sent to Ohio by 
Secretary of War Garrison, who, with 
Major Gen. Wood and other army and 
Signal Corps officers, is speeding west- 


ward by special train toward the flood- |’ 


stricken districts. 

Secretary Garrison carries absolute au- 
thority from President Wilson to, set in 
motion every vernmental agency to: re- 
lieve the suffering in Ohio, The order 
amounts to a complete transfer of the 
Federal authority from Washington to 
Columbus. 

Secretary Garrison is under instructions 
to issue orders direct without notifying 
the President or the Government depart- 
ments,;at Washington. He has the power 
to order Federal troops into Ohio as may 
be necessary. His authority in the mat- 
ter. of all Government aid to be given to 

hio is.supreme. This remarkable au- 
thority conferred on Secretary Garrison 
is in recognition of the dire emergency in 
the flood-stricken districts. — 

The first effort of Secretary Garrison 
will be devoted to opening communica- 
tion with the rest of the country. On the 
matin train are Major Ryssell, head of 
the United~ States Signal Corps, and 
Sergts. Kelly and Schofield, the two most 
experienced Signal Corps men in the sér- 
vice. With them is Frank McEntee, 
chief telegrapher at the War Depart- 
ment. The Signal Corps men are equipped 
to establish field or wireless service. 
Equipment carried by horses and mules 
can set up in five minutes, from the 
time of unpacking. This wireless field 
service is to be pushed as far as pos- 
sible. into the stricken districts. 

Major Russell at points along the-.route 
of the special train dispatched four tele- 
grams trying to locate Capt. H. B. Kirt- 
land of Toledo, signal officer of the Ohio 
National Guard. 

From the War Department five new 
wireless sets have beén sent to Ohio, and 
with this apparatus the Government au- 
thorities hope to be able to establish com- 
munication over thé stricken districts. 
The two experts on the special train 
worked through the San Francisco earth- 
quake and fire, where they rendered nota- 
ble service. 

This train, which now represents the 
seat of the United: States Government as 
far ag flood relief is concerned, will cross 
into Ohio from Kenova. If held up by the 
floods. the train will be detoured and an 
effort will be made to get into the stricken 
districts from the northern end of Ohio. 

The railway officials are under instruc- 
tions to push.the train toward Columbus 
if it is found impossible to get. nearer the 
Dayton district from any other point.

FRANCE SENDS SYMPATHY. 


President Poincare ,Cables Condo« 
lences, and Wilson Replies. 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—Messages of 
sympathy from foreign powers began to 
arrive at the White House to-day. Presi- 
dent Poincaré of France cabled to Presi- 
dent Wilson as follows: 

Being sorrowfully impresséd by the ter- 
rible ravages caused by the inundations, I 
beg your Excellency to believe that we most 
sincerely share in the bereayements which 
have affected so many American families be- 
cause of this awful disaster, 

President. Wilson’s reply was: 

In this hour of mourning and suffering 
the American people find a real consolation 
in the sympathy of their brethren of France. 
In the name of my countrymen I thank 
your Excellency and the French nation. 


YSAYE IN FLOOD DISTRICT. 


Violinist Was Last Heard From in 
. Oxford, Ohio. 


Hugene Ysaye; the celebrated Belgian 
violinist, is in the f100d district, it was 
learned yesterday. Nothipg has been 
heard from him in New York since Mon- 
day, and, although he was due in Chi- 
cago yesterday, he has not yet reached 
there. 

‘*We last received word from Ysaye 
from Oxford, Ohio,’’ said R. E. Johnson 
his manager, yesterday. ‘‘ He telegraphed 
from there on Monday that he would try 
to get to Hamilton by driving. Since 
then we have not heard a word. He 
should have been in Cincinnati Wednes- 
day and Chicago to-day. His wife, who 
is in New York, has been anxious for 
his safety.’’

LOWER RIVER TOWNS WARNED 


Little Loss of Life as Yet for This 
Reason—Big B, & O, Bridge 
“Goes Down. 


CINCINNATI, March 27.—The™ Ohio 
River has been ‘rising steadily here all 
day, and is still climbing to-night, At 8 
o'clock the. gauge showed sixty feet, a 
rise of; more than three feet since the 
same hour this morning. 

East and west of this city, on the Ohio 


side of the river, the low land has been 
inundated, and much damage has been 
done.- In -the low ‘sections of the: city 
many: houses have been flooded, and the 
inhabitants: of these sections: have fled 
to higher ground. ‘ 

Across: the river, at Ne rt and Cov- 
ington, Ky., similar conditions. prevail, 
and the’ police. early today took: the 
preceviiee of warning dwellers in the 
ow-lying parts of these cities. of the 
danger that threatened them.. Larger 
areas on that side of the river aré flood- 
ed because of the greater extent of the 
low lands, and also because of Mill Creek, 
which. flows through both cities. 

Dayton and Ludlow, other Kentucky 
suburbs of this city, are also sufferers 
from the rising flood, and emf houses 
are completely under water, while others 
are submerged only to their second sto- 
ries. No lives have been lost in this dis- 
trict because of the insistent flood warn- 
iis that havé been sent broadcast. 

he Weather Bureau here predicts that 
the river will have reached a stage of 
nearly seventy feet by to-morrow ht, 
almost as high as it was on Feb. 14, 1 
when the gauge showed seventy-one feet, 
the highest on record. 

The Central Union Station was aban- 
doned last night, and all trains scheduled 
to leave or enter this city are being sent 
around it. The flood entered several 
business houses in the lower section of 
the town during the night, and this morn- 
ing the entire *‘ Bottoms was a sea of 
moving vans, working up to their ca- 
peciy.. . 

At wrenceburg, twenty-five miles be- 
low this city, fearing that the backwater 
from the Great Miami would flood the 
town, the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
track, which runs along the river, was 
dynamited last' night to give the water 
egress to the Ohio River. 

The Scioto Bridge at Portsmouth, Ohio, 
was swept away during the night. Hun- 
dreds of persons have been driven from 
their homes, and the school houses have 
been thrown open to the refugees. 

The big Baltimore & Ohio Railread 
bridge between Marietta and West Mari- 
etta has gone down. The bridge spanned 
the Muskingum River near its junction 
with the Ohio. The loss of the bridge 
is expected to add to thé paralysis of wire 
communication with the East. , 


OHIO FLOOD WILL INCREASE. 


Weather Bureau Predicts High 
Stages Rivaling Those of 1907. 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—A flood of 
the first magnitude in the Ohio Valley, to 


be followed by a prolonged period of high 


water in’ the Mississippi River below 
Cairo, was predicted to-night by the 
Weather Bureau. Fair weather is now 
prevailing over practically the entire 
country, but the clearing-up rains on 
Wednesday night were unusually heavy, 
and the bureau forecasts that the Ohio 
flood will closely aa in magnitude 
that of January, 1907.

WHEELING, West Va., March 27.— 
With the Ohio River at 50 feet to-night, 
and rising at the rate of three inches 
an hour, end with between 52 and 55 
feet expected, which will exceed all re- 
ords, Wheeling presents a picture of 
misery.

OPPOSES PLAZA SITE. 


Kings Court House Shouldn’t 
Built There, Says Prendergast. 


Speaking at a meeting held yesterday 
afternoon under the auspices of the 
Brooklyn ‘League, in the Art Rooms, in 
Montague Street, Brooklyn, Controller 
Prendergast sald that the much-diseussed 





proposed new Kings County Court House 
was in the hands of the Justices of the 
Supreme Court in the county. He said 
that in 1909 a law was passed empowerin 
the Justices to select the site. They picke 
one out and submitted the selection to the 
Board of Estimate. The question of veto 
was raised in that body, but it was found 
that the board had no vetoing power in 
the matter. It could make ineffectual the 
action of the Justices only by refusing 
to appropriate the money required. The 
site chosen by the Justices is bounded by 
Clinton, Court,. State, and Livingston 
Streets. 

“This site,’? said the Controller, “can 
be secured. for about $2,000,000. _The new 
Court House is badly needed. In regard 
to sites, I am entipely impartial, but I 
will oppose the selection of any. I do not 
hink suitable. The proposed bridge plaza 
site is not one for a Court House, The 
new plaza should net be impaired .with 
buildings. Should the Justices rescind 
their action and finally decide on the 
plaza site, there would be a chorus of ob- 
jections from property holders of that 
section, and it would take much labor and 
time to secure the necessary property.”’ 

The meeting, at which Dr. George 
Brush presided, appointed a committee 
of nine to try to persyade the Justices 
to change their minds ‘about the Court 

ouse site. 


F. H. SCOTT LEFT $36,015. 


President of the Century Company’s 
Estate Goes“to His Widow. 

Frank Hatt Seott, ‘President of the Cen- 
tury Company, Who died on Nov. 25, 1912, 
left an estate valued, according to the 
appraisal filed yesterday, at $36,015.

‘Do Not Show Actual 
‘Conditions. 


BASED ON EXTRA WORK 


Firemen’s’ Chief Tells Arbitration 
Board Test Must Come on Runs 
Where Wages Are Unchanged. 


John'G. Walber, assistant to the third 
Vice President of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad, continued yesterday to present 
statistics. on behalf of the railroads be- 
fore the Arbitration Board in the fire- 
men’s wage dispute, at the Waldorf. 

One of the tables showed the increases 
in firemen’s wages made by the rail- 
roads concerned since January, 1910, 
These were made at various times under 
the.former practice of dealing with each 
road separately instead of by a “con- 
certed movement,’’ as in the present in- 
|stance. It was shown that these wage 
increases averaged 14.15 per cent. and 
aggregated more than $3,000,000. 

W. 8S. Carter, President of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen and Engine- 
men, said thatthe figures did not in- 
dicate actual wage increases, because 
they were made up largely of higher 
pay to firgmen for additional work on 
larger engines. The test, he said, would 
be the increase in wages to firemen on 
the same engines on which the lower 
Wages were paid before. By reference 
to another table it was shown that on 
one trip on the Baltimore & Ohio, where 
larger engines were used, there had been 
an increase of 31 per cent. in ten years, 
and on one where the smaller engines 
were still,in use the increase had been 
21 per cent. 

The average earnings of firemen on the 
various roads in 1912 were shown in 
other tables. They did not include fire- 
men who had not worked throughout the 
year, but about 73 per cent. of the entire 
31,000 were represented. The figures 
were taken from the payrolls of the 
roads and were intended to show that 
the firemen were making good wages. 

These showed that the average earn- 
ings of 14,123 regular men employed en- 
tirely as firemen were $925.69; of 4,819 
who were employed partly as firemen 
and partly as engineers $1,141.77, and of 
,048 “extra men” employed entirely as 
firemen $789.43. 

As the figures did not include all the 
firemen, Mr. Carter thought they might 
be the highest-paid men, but Mr. Walber 
pointed out that in the tables were in- 
cluded men who made less than $400, less 
than $600 and less than $700, as well as 
one man on the Vandalia who made 
$1,510.90. 

The next series of tables explained by 
Mr. Walber showed for most of the roads 
the actual wages paid in October, 1912, 
on all the trains, with the number ‘of 
miles and the actual time worked. Judge 
Chambers asked Mr. Carter gavhether 
October was an average month, and he 
replied that it was not, as traffic was 
at its height and the men made a good 
deal of overtime. It was the best month 
in the year for earnings, he said. The 
general averages shown by the tables was 
as follows:

Mr. Carter took first the Baltimore & 
Ohio, and asked how it was that the 
tables showed average earnings per day 
of $3,06 to $3.99, while its reports to the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission showed 
average earnings of only $2.77. Mr. Wal- 
ber explained that the average in the 
tables was for the runs made, and there 
was nothing'to indicate that a man made 
thirty suchjruns.in a month. He might 
make twetify-six.or only twenty. Re- 
ports to the ¢emmission showed how much 
the men awpraged per day in accordance 
with the number of runs made. 

_ Mr. Carter next took the average earn- 
ings per hour on duty shown in the 
tables. 

“Thirty-tyo cents an hour in slow 
freight service,” he said, “is more than 
Wwe are asking for.” 

After a long discussion it developed 
that the average was based on the num- 
ber of hours consumed in the run, while 
the scale of wages was based on ten 
hours’ work or 100 miles run, which 
would make the average hourly rate con- 
siderably less. 

Mr. Walber insisted that the tables 
showed clearly the basis.on which they 
were computed, but Judge Chambers, 
Chairman of the Arbitration Board, said 
ke had supposed they were intended to 
show the average daily rate of earnings, 
figuring thirty days to the month.

‘THE TIMES’s corre- 
spondent in,ondon by telephone. asked 
him to send’a message of congratulation 
to Mr: Makcont.

MISS WILSON ON SOCIAL CENTRES. 

Miss. MARGARET WooprRow WILSON, 
whose letter to Tus Times dated at the 
White House appears on this page, 
is earnest in her’ advocacy of the 
schools as fit meeting places for the 
men and women in each neighborhood 
to discuss the problems of the Amer- 
ican democracy. That Miss. WixsoN’s 
views have most distinguished concur- 
rence and -support is shown by this 
passage ‘in the speech of her father, 
now. President, made when he opened 
the First National Conference on So- 
cial Centre Development at Madison, 
Wis., on Oct, 25, 1911: 

“There are scores of things that must 
be put a stop to in all politics, that will 
stop the moment they are talked of 
where men will listen. The treatment 
for bad politics is exactly the “modern 
treatment for tuberculosis—it is expos- 
ure. I do not wonder that men are ex- 
hibiting an increased confidence in ‘the 
judgments of the people, because wher- 
ever you give the people a chance such 
as this ‘movement has given them in 
the schoolhouse, they instantly, eagerly 
avail themselves of it. ..I see in a move- 
ment like this a recovery of the con- 
structive and creative genius of the 
American people. 

Such means of forming public opin- 
ion, rightly used, should be ‘invaluable. 
The discussions in the -schoolhouses 
must be, as Miss Wrison indicates, 
free and frank, not: trammeled by the 
doctrines of any political - sect or 
“ism,” nor warped to the purposes of 
self-seekers, The Socialists have. al- 
ready sought to control these neigh- 
borhood meetings; being a newer sect, 
their voices are louder and more in- 
sistent than those that are still heard 
in behalf of democracy. The demo- 
cratic corrective in their case, too, 
lies in exposure of their acts and aims. 
The schools are adapted to this pur- 
pose, as to others. As centres of fam- 
ily recreation and amusement and of 
better acquaintanceship between pa- 
rents and teachers | they are coming 
more fully into general recognition.

First assertion: "Tf the facts in such a 
case are known they .should be. published 
without delay.”? Reply: Every. one, with 
or without newspaper experience, knows 
that.ione of the mames, dates, places or 
other identifying facts of such occurrences 
are ever published a “all if any of those 
concerned, or; inte: can prevent. it. 
THs ‘Ties knows” perifec tiy well’ that without 
such data no newspaper would publish such 
storiés—least of all THe Timms. So it be- 
comes- a question of whose judgment in 
these matters is more reliable, that of prac-

And the Humor of the Piece Is Not 
‘Especially in Evidence—Mr. Pow- 
ers Provides Some.

Charm of me ody and an abundance of 
-eolor in those first aids to illusion—cos- 
tumes and scenery—were the characteris- 
tic virtues of the revival of ‘‘ The Geisha” 
at Weber & Fields’ last evening. And for 
the former there were in several cases ex- 
cellent co-operating forces in the voices, 
notably those of Alice Zeppilli, who had 
scored lyrically long before she reached 
that particularly. delightful vocal jem, 
“Jewel of Asia,’’ which brought her no 
end of applause and a floral horseshoe, 
carried:on the stage during, the progress 
of the act, and providing the sort of inter- 
ruption one ‘looks for in Tanktown 
“ opry house,’ but. hardly in New York. 
As for Lina Abarbanell, she scored eas- 
ily and happily, making a pretty trans- 
formation from one manner and dress to 
another, and being especially piquant 
after she had donned the high coirfure of 
the little Geisha girl. ss 
But, though there are compensating 
virtues to this revival of the once pop- 
ular musical play, these are insufficient 
to conceal the fact that the writers of a 
somewhat earlier period were not neces-

What is most likely to please those who 
go to see the revival is the abundantly 
beautiful melodies which the composer 
provided and which are given with botn 
spirit and tunefulness. The choruses 
were well sung and the solo numbers not 
infrequently such as to justify a large 
amount of enthusiasm. And though it is 
impossible to throw any verbal bouquets 
at the feet of Carl Gantvoort for his 
acting, it is but fair to add that he sang 
pleasantly.

BEETHOVEN’S 9TH SYMPHONY 


The Philharmonic Closes Its Regular 
Concerts with a Performance of It. 


The Philharmonic Society brought its 
regular series of evening concerts to a 
close last evening with a performance of 
Beethoven’s Ninth Symphony; a perform- 
ance which, of course, will be repeated at 
to-day’s afternoon concert. The perform- 
ance of this symphony has long been con- 
sidered as proper for a special occasion 
such as this, when it may be regarded as 
the crowning and the climax of a sea- 
son’s efforts; and the achievement of a 
fitting performance something that is 
worthy of a conductor’s most earnest en- 
deavors and highest ambition. The audi- 
ence last.evening was larger than usual 
at ,these concerts.

HE MUST TELL HIS SECRET 





Government Insists That Full Infor- 
mation About the Vaccine Be Given 
—20 Patients Treated Yesterday. 


} 


Dr. Friedrich Franz Friedmann treated 
twenty new patients with his turtle vac- 
cine yesterday at the Hospital for De- 
formities and Joint Diseases, 1,919 Madi- 
son Avehue, He had intended to treat 
100 sufferers from some form of tubercu- 
losis, but found it impossible because of 
the length of time it took. Dr. Friedmann 
arrived at the hospital early in the after- 
noon, and he was four hours in the clinic. 
Sixteen of the patients treated were 


children. : 

The physicians present at the clinic ex- 
amined the twenty-seven patients treated 
by Dr. Friedmann on Thursday of last 
week. Improvement was shown, accord- 
ing to Dr. H. W. Frauenthal, in the 
condition of those injected with the 
vaccine, especially so in the seven ward 
cases, whom the physicians have had un- 
der constant observation. Some of these 
cases, Dr.. Frauenthal said, were of five 
years’ standing, and others had been af- 
tlicted for a still longer period. Thus there 
was a girl who had not been able to move 
her legs for five years, but since the treat- 
ment, ‘the physicians say, she has been 
able to move her knees, 

Another physician who expressed gratifi- 
cation over the progress made by those 
; who have been injected with the vaccine 
‘was Dr. Siegfried Wachsmann, medical 
! director of the Montefiore Home. He said 
that the patients under his care showed 
great improvement and in a majority of 
,;cases the pain had diminished and there 
| Was greater flexibility of museles and 
‘joints. All the patients showed subjective 
| improvement. 

{ Surgeon General Blue is to demand again 
from Dr, Friedmann the secret of the 
administration and preparation of his 
vaccine, according to word received from 

Washington yesterday. This must. be 
done before the Public Health Service can 
determine the efficacy of the vaccine. The 
‘Government surgeons are proceeding as 
‘rapidly as possible with the study of the 
cultures Dr. Friedmann has given them, 
but before their examination is concluded 
it will be demanded that Dr. Friedmann 
make all his method known. to the Gov- 
ernment. 

To expedite the Government’s investi- 
gation the Surgeon General announced 
yesterday the appointment of Dr. P. H. 
Leyinder of the Public Health Service as 
a member of the Investigation Commit- 
tee. He will act with Dr. A. M,. Stimson 
in observing inoculated patients. 

The Government surgeons believe that 
200 patients. should be, inoculated to 
afford a proper opportunity for the study 
of the vaccine, in order that quick and 
accurate conclusions can be reached, 
There are nuw 60 under obesrvation here. 
‘Co comply with the Government's wishes 
Dr. Friedmann will go this morning to 
the Seton Hospital and pick out subjects 
for the required test. 

It is intended to treat over 100 patients 
‘there. The vaccine will be administered 
to the first group to-morrow if Dr. Fried- 
mann carries out his present plans. 
Twenty patients will be injected.

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USEFUL IN MONEY REFORM 


Sees In Them as Incorporated Bodies 
an Effective Machinery for Hand- 
ling an Asset Currency. 


ef Special to The New, York Times. 
SYRACUSE, March 27.—James G. Can- 
non, President of* the Fourth National 
Bank of New York City, speaking at. the 
annual dinner of the Syracuse’ Chamber 
of Commerce to-night, declared that 
Clearing Houses should be incorporated, 
and that “all sound banks should. be ad- 
mitted to membership, regardless of their 
size, as demanded by the Pujo Commit- 
tee. Once incorporated and brought un- 
der Government control, Mr. Cannon said, 
the Clearing Houses could be made the 
basis for an elastic currency system in 
place of that proposed in the Aldrich bill. 
Mr. Cannon gavé many instances of reg- 
ulations adopted by ‘various Clearing 
House associations affecting the action 
of the individual banks, and said: 

“TY do not believe the extent to which 
many associations have carried their rules 
and regulations along lines, which, to say 
the least, are very restrictive among their 
members in doing. business, is generally 
known. This répresents an abuse ,of the 
Clearing House system. The point I seek 
‘to make is, that *these and other exten- 
sions of Clearing House activities, wheth- 
er good or bad in themselves, involve a 
dangerous exercise of power, unless the 
whole system is* brought under proper 
Governmental regulation. By the undue 


tions have undoubtedly laid themselves 
open to criticism. They will probably 
have to relinquish a good many of thesé’ 
regulations in the event of the Govern- 
ment establishing, as I sincerely trust it 
will, a Federal incorporation law for 


Clearing Houses.” 
’ Mr. Cannon told how Clearing ‘Houses 
are managed by committees of from three 
to five men with almost absolute power. 
Where examiners are employed, he said, 
it is almost impossible for the members 
ef this committee not to know, through 
the examiner, pretty much the condition, 
methods, and business of all their com- 
petitors. He proposed instead of this 
committee a paid President of each asso- 
ciation, who should be a banker of Na- 
tional reputation, and should give all his 
time to its management. 
Taking up the subject of currency re- 
form, My. Cannon cited the issue of Clear- 
ing Howse loan certificates in times of 
stress and their subsequent retirement 
without Ioss to anybody. 
“TIT am. giving you these figures,” he 
said, “to show that if the Clearing 
Houses either of the central reserve cities 
and reserve cities, or simply the Clearing 
Houses in cities’ where there are Sub- 
Treasuries, could be properly incorporated 
and privileges given to ‘them in connec- 
tion with the issue of an elastic currency 
suitable to the trade and commerce of the 
country, bearing a high rate of interest 
while the same was outstanding, and re- 
tirable by deposit of lawful money in the 
Treasury of the United States, the same 
as National banknotes are now retired, 
we would then have the machinery estab- 
lished for handling an asset currency 
which would be available in all parts of 
the country.

these subjects, and translators.and other 
assistants in the Bureau of Foreigh and 
Domestic Commerce examine « carefully 
the official publications of the foreign 
, Governments in order that all informa- 
tion regarding foreign tariffs and these 
allied subjects may be kept up to date. 

The answering of specific inquiries con- 
cerning customs rates and regulations 
has come to be an important part of the 
tariff work of the bureau.

;mention the component material as well 
as the nature and use of his. products. 
| When such detailed description is given, 
the bureau is more readily. enabled to 
| indicate the foreign rates of duty.

TO STOP STATE-WIDE STRIKE. 
President White of the Miners Out- 
lines a.Plan to Gov. Hatfield. 
CHARLESTON, West Va., March 27.— 
John P.-White, President: of the United 
Mine Workers of America, after a con- 
ference to-day with Gov. Hatfield, made 
public a letter addressed to the Gov- 
ernor, in which he tells about his plan 
to’ settle the strike controversy in the 
Kana County coal fields.

DRUG’S ODOR DROVE THEM OFF 


Workmen Tearing Down Building Say 
Pharmacist Has Obstructed Them. 


When Frederick: Haas, a druggist of 
7 West Thirty-eighth Street, appeared 
before. Justice Platzek in the Supreme

building. He offers to dispose of the 
lease for’ $50,000.
